Itngpardmg  education,  1 
ha«l  gone  to  school  one  month,  3  six 
months,  1  seven  mouths,  7  one  year, 

1  one  and  a  half  ytfsre,  2  three  yews, 

1  four  years,  1  tive  years  ;  8  bad  no 
schooling  at  all  liefore  imprisonment. 

A  short  study  of  the  ancestry  ol 
these  people  is  instructive.  Of  their 
fathers,  8  were  Americans,  8  Irish,  5 
German,  2  English,  3  Pul  under*,  1 
Russian,  1  Italian,  1  French,  1  Nor- 
wegiad,  1  Dutch.  The  mothers  are 
in  nearly  the  same  ratio.  The  fathers 
all  bar!  an  occupation.  They  were : 
One  pensioner,  1  molder,  1  butcher, 

1  lithographer,  1  porter,  1  lawyer,  1 
peddler,  1  fireman,  1  paver,  1  furrier, 

1  wheelwright,  1  tinsmith,  2  carpen¬ 
ters,  2  teamster*.  2  tailois,  4  farm 
bands,  8  laboi  ere.  Of  their  mothers 
there  was  1  saloon  keeper,  1  grocer, 
6  laundresses  and  24  who  had  no  oc< 
cupatipn — probably  they  were  house¬ 
keepers.  Only  1  abstained  from  the 
use  of  tobacco,  20  chewed  and  31 
smoked  habitually.  One  abstained 
from  alcohol,  14  were,  cocaaional  and 
17  were  continuous  drinkers  ;  19  had 
other  degrading  habits  and  17  were 
defective  mentally. 

It  will  readily  occur  to  any  one 
that  a  remedy  ia  not  far  to  seek  for 
preventing,  to  a  large  extent,  crim 
inality.  It  ia  apparent  that  none  of 
the*e  people  oWn  s  borne  of  their 
own;  not  a  farmer — i.  e  ,  who  owns 
land— is  among  the  number  , 

They  are  all  consumers  of  alcohol 
and  tobaooo.  They  are  poorly  or  not 
educated  at  *11,  and  there  is  not  one 
of  them  from  the  so  called  learned 
classes.  They  are,  most  of  them, 
degenerates. 

Waste  by  Armament. 

There  are  in  Europe  about  12,000, 
000  soldier*  ready  for  war.  The  war 
debt  of  Christendom  is  about 
$30,000,000,000.  The  interest  pn 
this  vast  sum,  most  of  which  is  paid 
by  labor,  >•  $900,000,000  a  year.  The 
cost  of  supporting  armies  ami  navies, 
repairing  ships  and  manufacturing 
new  tnfiDes  of  death,  including  the 
interest  on  the  public  debt,  amount* 
to  about  $6,000,000  a  day,  $600,000 
aa  hour,  $10,000  a  juinute,  allowing 
tec  hour*  for  a  working  day. 

If  the  average  man  earn*  $1  a  day 
—and  he  earns  less  than  this,  for  the 
farmer*  of  this  country  last  year 
earned  26  cents  a  day  each — it  takes 
the  labor  of  6,000,000  men  every  day 
to  pay  the  interest  on  this  stupendous 
folly.  The  12,000,(00  soldier*  ol 
Europe  could  earn,  at  $1  a  day,  count¬ 
ing  300  working  days  in  the  year, 
$8,600,000,000.  The  $6,000,000  that 
goes  every  day  to  pay  interest,  etc. 
multiplied  by  300  working  days 
make*  $1,800,000,000  This  added 
to  the  former  sum  makes  $5,400,000, 
000  that  i*  worse  that  wasted  ui  En 
rope  every  year.  This  vast  sum 
would  pot  every  idle  mau  in  Europe 
aod  America  at  work  and  educate,  in 
r,iA;tir.TV  all  the  children  iu  both  con¬ 
tinents.  Yet  these  dan#  to  be  Chris 
tieo  countries  tlw(  to  be  dominated 
by  the  teaching*  of  the  Prince  o i

Hhanuou  aud  Ferguson  were  at  work  at 
the  luge  calendar  rollers  used  to  press  the 
boards  when  the  machine  stopped  suddenly 
on  aeeounl  uf  the  rollers  having  become 
clogged.  Shannon  arm  in  the  habit  of 
throwing  of  the  belt  from  the  pulley  when 
thie  occurred,  bnt  the  Foreman  preferred  to 
uae  a  lafge  joist  as  a  lever  to  dielodge  lb 
rollers.  This  plan  was  soceaseful.  Tbe 
roll*  were  put  in  motion  suddenly  before  the 
men  could  withdraw  the  j-*st.

Fergnaon  waa  struck  on  the 
neck  and  knocked  against  a  pile  of  trank 
hoard*  aud  slightlyiujored. 

HopciinDndeul  Van  Winkle  at  onoe  amt 
two  meu  to  summon  Dr.  Bailey  and  Dr.
